A most profernd sensation has been caused 


ly the naval engagement off Newport News, 


the first intelligence of wich was given in our 
last isene. The event which has thus trans- 
pired has been long impending, and sad as the 
lows of Hie is, there is in Its present aspects 
litiie ground for rebel rejoicing, and on our 


own side those who have the most jotelligent- 
ly watched and been aware of the nature of 


the frebel preparations, will experience a 


feeling of relief that the fight, thanks 
to the gelisntry of our naval force, is no 


worse. Since Norfolk and the adjacent Gos- 
port Navy Ward fell into the hands of the 
rebels, thelr whole force has becu expended 
using every adjunct of skill and available 
material to bring aboyt the result recentiy 
aimed at, and it must be confessed narrowly 
escaped. A brief retrospect will interest our 
readers and add completeness to the news re- 
ceived. And firet as to the locality, the skill 
of our engraver saves usa page of description 


and shows the location of the fight in lte rela- 


tions to Fortress Monroe and the rebel strong- 
holds. 
NORFOLK AND GOSPORT. 

There was 4 time when a regiment of Federal 
soldiers would have bald safely for the Gov- 
ernment the splendid navy yard of Gosport. 
It is useless to lament now an crror, if it was, 
in those responsible, an error which certainly 
was one of many, The men were not 
Week after week dragged away immediately 
preceding and following he inauguration of 
President Lincoln, and at last it was von- 
feseedly too late. The danger was imminent. 
The worst that could be feared for the vast 
amount of public property and neval 
stores exposed, was “that it should fail 
into rebel hands, then threatened by Gen. 
Taliefero in command of the rebel forces. 
The United States gunboat Pawnee left Fort- 
ressMonroe at 7 o’clockSeturday evening, April 
2th, and steamed toward Norfoik with.six 
hundred picked men on board. Te an hour 
and a half she astonished the rebels by gliding 
inte Gosport harbor. The several hundred 


‘men, marines and Gorernmment employes, 


who had seen their growing péril, grected her 
arrival with vociferous cheers, bailing their 
deliverance. 
The clamor bad quite another interpreta- 
fon for the rebels, who, taken unawares, saw 
ibeir hour of vantage passed. There were

The elegance and perfec- 
tion of her model, and the force of her engine 
which gave motion to her screw, made her un- 
veually fast, even in a rough sea, and her might 
and strength gave ber, as naval battles were 
once fought, before the days of rifled guns and 
iron plates, the character of iuvincibility.

The Roanoke, only mentioned ia this fight 
as the flagship of our squadron, disabled pre- 
viously by the breaking of ber shaft, is still 
larger than the Merrimac, though never 80 
such favorite. She measures 3490, was 
pierced jor 40 guns, and is in all other respects 
much like the other ecrew steamers of her 
class. 


This vessel is also a first class steamer, ex- 
actly the size and measurement of the Merri- 
mac, though of a different and we believe an 
inferwor model. It isa part of the good for- 
tune of the day that she was run ashore out 
of the reach of the destruction that overtook 
the sailing vessels of the blockading fleet. 


As it has been known for some time past 
that she was near completion, much anxiety 
was naturally felt as to the part she might 
Play in the rebel cause. Within a shoft time 
past, New York papers have gravely discussed 
the possibilities of her presenting her mailed 
sides in their own harbor. She would have 
actually endangered the Capital itself and put 
to fight, like so many gulls, the Potomac flo- 
And this her achievements thus far 
lave actually demonstrated as within the line 
But a vessel has been

The St. Lawrence is an old-class frigate of 
50 guns, built at Gosport navy yard in 1547, 
and up to the commencement of the war 
passed most of her time in ordinary at Kit- 
THE REBEL GUNBOATS JAMESTOWN AND 

The Jamestown was in peaceful times the 
consort of the Yorktown, and both were mo- 
derate sized sea-going steamers of ordinary 
construction, constituting the New York and 
Richmond line. Both have been altered into 
gunboats, end figured briefly io this fight. 
The Jamestown has been recently described 
by one who saw her wulle re-building, as ur- 
nished with a heavy, clumsy and ridiculous- 
looking iron prow in front, the point of which 
barely projects above the water. To ail ap- 
pearance the ship is not rageed at ail, lron- 
plated, or pierced for broadside guns. Her 
batteries seem to consist of pound rifled 
gun foreand aft. The only remarkable alter- 
ation observable im her was the removal of 
masts and rail, and the increased deck room 
afforded.

The Board received seven- 
teen proposals, of which the most remarkable 
was one by J. Ericsson, New York, who pro- 
pose a battery, 172 feet long, 41 feet broad, 
n feet deep, 10 feet draught, 1,255 tons 
measurement, to make a speed of 9 miles per 
bour, to cost $275,000, and require 100 days to 
build. 

Capt. Erieson is best known to the world as 
the inventor of the Caloric Motor. The con- 
tract with him bore date-Sth of October, and 
stipulated that within one hundred days the 
entire structure must be ready for active ser- 
vice. In view of the magnitude of the work 
to be performed, thie condition appeared al- 
most impossible to comply with, and called ſor 
extraordinary diligevce on the part of the 
constructor. There was another stipulation in 
the contract of a most remarkable character, 
and probably without a precedent, viz., the 
trial of the efficiency of the battery must be 
made under the guns of the eneiny’s batteries 
at the shortest ranges.

A resolution was adopted appotating a com 
mittee of thirteen to prepare an address to be 
published with the constitution, at the close of 
the scesion. 

A vain attempt was made to get delegates to 
consent to hold three sessions dally. 

The article on electivas and right of suffrage, 
was discussed and adopted. (exept section one) 
as in the present constitution, Section one 
lice over for future action. 

There is a strong party io the Convention ia 
tavor of conferring the same franchises oa for. 
eign citizens as those conferred in 1348 by the 
present constitution, 

The article on militia was adopted from the 
present constitution without amendment. 

Au article on corporations was adopted pro- 
bibiting the Legislature from creating any 
corporations by special act, and allowing 
amendments to corporagions at present in ex- 
istence, by general laws only. 

The legislative apportionment article came 
up as the special order. Mr. Sheldon's at- 
tempt to change the five northern Senatorial 
districts was summarily yoted down. Mr. 
Wentworth's motion to commit so much of 
the report as related to Cook county to the 
Cook county delegation, was disallowed. 

After an exeiting discussion, Messrs. Went- 
worth, Anthony and Muhike bedog for and Mr. 
Fuller against, Mr. Aathony's amendment, 
providing three new Senatorial districts for 
Cook county, was laid on the table instanter. 

Everything now went on under strict party 
rule. Mr. Underwood's amendment to the 
28th District, which adds Clinton county to 
St. Clair and Washington, was defdated. 

The previous question was then moved and 
the article was adopted—ayes 38, noes 10. 

Presently the vote was reconsidered, Shel- 


don's amendment was adopted, and after a 


great deal of time spent in wm exciting discus- 
slon§the report of the Committee was again 
concurred in—ayes 42, noes 15. 

There is a great deal of excitement here. 
Mr. Wentworth is indiggant, as are the Re- 
publicans generally. Mr. Wentworth threat- 
ens toresign: The apportionment kk outra- 
geously partizan in every respect. 

The Democrats will not, probably, rule the 
present clerks of courts and other officers out 
in order to have the Constitution go before 


rupt apportionment of the State for senators 
and representatives bes been adopted by a 
strict party vote, (though not a full vote,) to 


quash the entire proceedings of this body. 
The Egyptians were unrelenting in bringing 
the report to a vote and in forcing it through 
without amendment.

sbdolishme:nt of slavery, giving to cach State pecu- 
niary aid, to be sed by such State in its discre- 
tion, to compenrate for the iInconvenicace, publie 
and privat produced by such change of stem.
